Upon  thu  situation  whlrh  I have 
so  briefly  outlined  to  the  House 
there  suddenly  came  the  impact  of 
Japan  . . . 

This  mighty  impact  fell  upon  our 
wide,  proaperoux,  but  Ughtly-de- 
fended  possessions  and  esublish- 
menu  throughout  the  Par  Bast  all 
of  which  had  rightly  been  kept  at 
the  lowest  level  on  account  of  the 
imperative  requirements  of  Euro- 
pean and  African  theatres. 

I see  that  some  gentleman  who 
e.M:sped  from  Penang  has  announced 
to  the  world  with  much  indignation 
that  there  was  not  a single  antl- 
alrcrskft  gun  in  tint  place.  Where 
sltould  we  have  been,  I should  like 
to  know.  If  we  had  spread  out  our 
limited  anu-aircraft  guns  through- 
out the  immense.  Innumerable  re- 
gions and  vulnerable  points  of  the 
Par  East  instead  of  uslni  them  to 
preserve  the  vits!  life  of  our  ports 
snd  factonrs  here,  and  of  our  for- 
tresses which  are  under  cununuous 
attack,  and  ol  our  operaiiun  and 
field  armies  in  the  Middle  East?  . . 

The  Hou^  and  nailwi  must  face 
the  blunt  and  brutal  tacts.  If, 
having  entered  the  war  youiwelf  lU- 
prepared,  you  have  to  struggle  for 
life  with  two  well-armed  countries, 
one  ol  them  possessing  the  most 
powerlul  miliury  machine,  and 
then,  at  the  moment  when  lou  are 
in  full  grapple,  a UUrd  antagivnlst 
with  far  larger  military  forces  than 
)*ou  pussess  suddenly  springs  upon 
your  comiiaratively  undefended 
back,  obviously  your  task  Is  heavy 
and  your  immediate  experience  will 
be  disagreeable. 

I.I.MITM)  RV  SHIPPING 

From  the  mcmieni  Japan  altsrked 
we  set  in  motion  to  the  Far  East 
naval  foices,  aircraft,  iroope  and 
equipment  on  a scale  limited  only  by 
available  shipping 

All  these  forces  and  supplies  were 
diverted  from  or  come  from  tlieatres 
which  already  needed  them  and 
both  our  margin  of  safety  mid  the 
advance  of  our  operations  have  been 
notably,  but  I trust  not  decisively, 
affected  . . . 

Before  I left  for  the  United  Buies 
early  in  December,  most  of  the 
principal  orders  had  been  given  and. 
in  fact,  we  managed  lo  remlorce 
Singapore  by  over  40000  men.  to- 
gether with  large  numbers  of  anti- 
aircraft and  anU-tank  artillery,  all 
of  which  were  withdrawn  from  other 
points  where  they  were  needed  or 
even  actively  engaged 

This  was  especially  true  with  re- 
gard to  modern  aircraft  Unfortu- 
nately before  enough  of  these  latter 
could  arrive  In  Uie  Malay  Peninsula 
— alUioufh  there  was  no  delay  in 
giving  Uie  orders  and  many  varying 
methuds  were  adopted  by  tin  tnrn- 
manders-  the  atrflelda  m Singapore 
Lvland  were  already  under  fire  of 
Japanese  artillery  from  Johore.  from 
which  w*  had  been  driven  out.

fortifications  and  bauerle*  were 
constructed  from  a naval  point  of 
view.

The  enemy  has  for  the  time  being 
a waning  command  of  the  sea. 
They  have  command  of  the  air, 

' which  makes  It  costly  and  dlfflculL 
for  our  air  reinforcements  to  estab- 
lish themselves  and  secure  doml- 
nancy  . . . 

We  must  Uierefore  expect  many 
bard  and  adverse  experiences  . . 

If  1 were  to  dilate  upon  our  hope* 
these  might  soon  be  falsified  and  I 
might  be  mocked  at  by  those  who 
prove  themselvee  wrise  by  our  fail- 
ures. If.  on  the  other  band.  X 
painted  a picture  In  Its  darkest 
hue*,  very  great  dexpondency  might

be  encouraged.

I Ot  TLOOK  FOR  FI  TTRE 
' On  the  oUier  hand,  U we  look 
forward  across  the  considerable 
period  of  immediate  punishment 
through  which  we  must  make  our 
way  In  consequence  of  ihe  sudden 
onslaught  of  Japan^lf  we  look  for- 
ward acroAs  that  to  the  broad  and 
major  aspect  oi  the  war.  we  can  see 
very  clearly  that  our  position  has 
been  enormously  improved  not  only 
In  tbe  last  two  years  but  In  Ihe  last 
few  months. 

This  unprovement  is  due.  of 
course,  to  Uie  wonderful  strength 
I and  power  of  Russia  and  the  acces- 
I slon  of  ihe  United  Sutes  with  its 
measureless  resources  lo  Ihc  com- 
mon cause  . . . 

Our  position  ha*,  in  fact,  been 
improved  beyond  any  measmw  which 
the  most  sangvUne  would  have  dared 
to  predict. 

Beyond  this  phase  of  utbuiatlon,

There  are  three  schools  of  opinion  In  Great 
Britain  as  to  the  direction  the  development  of 
Uie  War  in  Europe  will  Uke  during  the  coming 
fipring.  One  Is  that  the  German  Army.  If  not 
too  badly  bruised  by  Russia's  offensive,  will, 
heavily  reinforced,  endeavor  to  recover  the  initia- 
tive with  the  hope  of  putting  the  Soviet  Republics 
out  of  action.  Another  trend  of  opinion  Is  Lhat 
Kerr  Hitler  will,  after  concentrating  troops  and 
other  material  in  Libya,  engage  In  an  offensive 
there  while  at  the  same  time  thrusting  through 
Turkey  to  Transjordania.  Irak  and  Palestine  with 
the  object  of.  In  conjunction  with  the  Libyan 
campaign,  effecting  lhat  plncer  movement  which 
has  become  so  traditional  in  the  present  warfare. 
The  third  school  of  thought  has  it  that  the  Oer- 
mana  having  esUblished  defensive  lines  some- 
where on  the  Eastern  Front,  will  attempt  Invasion 
of  Great  BrtUln.  with  the  first  step  taken  in  the 
occupation  of  Eire. 

All  the  foregoing  is  nothing  but  gue.sswork. 
Perhaps  the  best  guess  of  all  Is  that  Herr  Hitler 
will  attempt  what  Is  quite  unexpected  to  his 
enemies,  as  he  has  done  so  often  in  the  past. 
There  U no  doubt,  however,  that  the  possibility 
of  the  Invasion  of  the  British  Isles  still  looms 
largely  in  British  thoughto  and  it  has  not  been 
lessened  by  the  recent  escape  of  the  German  war- 
ahlpi  through  the  Channel  and  the  Strait  of 
Dover.  That,  episode  might  well  have  been  under- 
taken with  a view  to  testing  Great  Britain's  air 
and  sea  defences  and  its  success  cannot  fail  to 
have  been  gratifying  to  Berlin.  The  submarine 
war  In  the  Atlantic  has  been  IntenslAed  within 
recent  montha  Mr.  Churchill  is  the  authority 
for  this  dlsolosure,  and  If  there  is  any  reason  to
